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Mayor's  Message 


In  an  ever-changing  social  system  influenced  by  global  economic  developments  and 
pressure  from  competition,  lifelong  learning  is  becoming  a  fundamental  requisite  for  a  well- 
informed  and  productive  society.  Educational  refonn  is  at  the  heart  of  a  vibrant  and  successful 
social  group.  Since  educational  systems  and  organizations  are  faced  with  ever-growing 
challenges,  it  is  essential  for  them  to  develop  as  well  as  maintain  policies  which  promote  a 
long-lasting  thirst  for  knowledge. 

Previously,  our  educational  system,  although  effective,  did  not  provide  adequate  or 
sufficient  incentives  for  students  to  embrace  learning  and  pursue  further  studies  after 
graduation.  Today,  traditional  methods  have  given  way  to  new  ideas,  techniques,  and  teaching 
styles.  In  turn,  these  academic  reforms  are  raising  our  literacy  levels  in  international 
competitions  and  contributing  to  the  development  of  long-term  plans  for  our  city. 

Taichung  City  is  promoting  the  following  projects.  First,  creative  teaching  strategies  have 
been  designed  to  motivate  students  and  induce  learning.  Concurrently,  the  concept  of  lifelong 
learning  is  now  emphasized  and  introduced  to  children  at  a  very  early  age. 

Second,  guided  by  informative  counseling  in  a  positive  and  nurturing  atmosphere,  students 
are  encouraged  to  reach  their  potential  with  confidence.  It  is  hoped  that  this  endeavor  will 
continue  to  be  a  powerful  motivator  for  learning,  now  and  throughout  their  lives. 

Third,  school  safety,  a  healthy  environment,  and  an  atmosphere  conducive  to  learning 
continue  to  be  priorities  in  every  school.  A  strong  belief  in  a  system  which  promotes 
interaction  with  local  communities  offers  additional  opportunities  for  our  students  to  get  better 
acquainted  with  their  surroundings,  and  thus  broadens  their  horizons. 

Fourth,  through  a  widely  integrated  network  and  abundant  resources,  our  students  are 
imparted  with  a  macro  vision  and  lasting  skills.  With  these  new  and  ongoing  projects, 
Taichung  City  continues  to  attempt  to  achieve  insightful  and  practical  goals  geared  to  our 
children's  education,  now  and  in  the  future. 

Only  educators  with  conviction  and  the  ability  to  recognize  the  importance  of  and  the  need 
for  lifelong  learning  are  able  to  promote  this  idea  and  assist  our  children  and  others  in 
becoming  lifetime  learners.  In  doing  so,  the  goal  of  a  skilled,  knowledgeable  society  can 
become  a  reality  that  will  stand  the  test  of  time. 

I  sincerely  hope  that  more  and  more  people  will  share  this  vision  and  contribute  towards 
making  Taichung  City  an  international  cultural  center.  Together,  let  us  take  the  lead  in 
developing  and  implementing  a  vibrant  education  system  which  moves  forward  with  the  times, 
and  looks  to  the  future.

Looking  towards  the  future: 

A  Profound  Desire  for  Knowledge 

Since  the  implementation  of  the  Nine-Year  Integrated  Curriculum  in  Taichung  City, 
teaching  methods,  educational  materials  and  resources  have  been  advanced  and  created. 
From  an  education  based  on  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  exclusively  through  the 
accumulation  of  facts  and  figures,  learning  has  developed  into  an  informed  and 
progressive  undertaking.  Today,  an  effective  educational  system  is  contingent  upon  the 
degree  and  quality  of  its  curricular  research  and  development,  which  leads  to  a  diverse, 
creative,  and  holistic  approach  to  teaching  and  learning.  Educators  have  developed  new 
methods,  improved  their  delivery,  and  acquired  new  skills.  As  a  result,  students  have 
become  more  interested  and  involved  in  their  own  education. 

To  date,  the  following  developments  have  occurred:  the  Internet  is  more  widely 
utilized  and  teaching  facilities  have  consistently  improved;  English  as  a  Second 
Language  is  advocated  for  all  children;  inclusive  education  is  emphasized  regardless  of 
geographic  boundaries;  and  special  classes  for  gifted  students  are  promoted. 

Relevant  resources  and  information  are  provided  for  the  study  and  informed 
understanding  of  Aborigines'  and  more  recent  arrivals'     cultures. 

Life  Education  dealing  with  practical  knowledge,  social  conditions,  and 
circumstances  which  sum  up  life's  experiences  are  taught  equally  to  both  genders. 
Environmental  Education  and  Parenting  Education  are  also  part  of  the  curriculum. 

Our  numerous  and  diverse  community  resources  are  also  promoted  as  incentives  to 
further  support  the  goal  of  lifelong  learning.  Teachers  are  encouraged  to  devote 
themselves  to  professional  development  as  well  as  volunteering  their  services  for  the 
sake  of  education. 

Taichung  City  is  developing  and  adopting  educational  policies  which  result  in 
healthy  and  happy  students  and  creative  educators  dedicated  to  the  vision  of  education 
as  a  life-changing  process.  Long-term  civic  plans  and  goals,  curriculum  content,  and 
teaching  methods  will  continue  to  be  integrated  to  heighten  their  connection  to  new 
perspectives  for  the  future. 

The  reason  for  publishing  this  Introduction  to  Education  in  Taichung  is  to  present 
and  explain  our  educational  policies  and  objectives,  and  positive  outcomes  directly 
related  to  implementation  of  these  policies.  I  wish  to  thank  our  educators  for  their 
enduring  dedication.  I  also  hope  that  we  can  continue  aspiring  to  a  professional, 
passionate,  promising,  and  ongoing  vision  of  education  based  on  present  foundations, 
while  always  looking  to  the  future,  and  the  future  of  education  in  Taichung  City. 


Kuang-Ming  Chang 
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Grades  1~9  Curriculum 

A  new  curriculum  composed  of  creative  teaching  strategies  for  grades  1-9  is  certain  to  be 
a  successful  educational  reform  for  years  to  come. 

a)  A  committee  was  established  to  create  a  new  grades  1-9  curriculum  and  a  resource  website 

was  set  up. 
b)All  elementary  and  junior  high  school  teachers  participate  in  workshops  dealing  witii  both 

basic  and  advanced  target  curricula, 
c)  Citywide  meetings  dealing  with  the  curriculum  are  held  for  parents,  and  pamphlets  explaining 

the  new  curriculum  are  distributed. 
d)At  every  school,  a  curriculum  committee  responsible  for  die  implementation  of  the  school's 

curricula  has  been  fonned. 

e)  A  network  for  teachers  has  been  set  up  to  provide  professional  development  and  encourage 
cooperative  learning. 

f)  Taichung  City  was  honored  for  its  success  in  the  development  and  promotion  of  the  gradesl-9 
curriculum.  It  is  to  be  noted  diat  onlv  five  cities  island-wide  were  accorded  this  distinction. 
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Science  Education 

Vital  traits  required  when  using  scientific  methods  in  formulating  hypotheses 
are  scrutiny,  diligence,  and  an  open  mind 

a)  Science   fairs  and  citywide   science   project  displays  are  held  to  motivate 

students'     interest  in  science. 
b)The  best  projects  are  selected  and  presented  at  the  nationwide  science  display, 
c)  Science  teachers  attend  workshops  to  increase  their  scientific  knowledge. 
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Information  Technology 

Making  the  best  use  of  the  Internet:  Information  at  your  fingertips 

a)  An  E-Learning  environment  has  been  set  up  to  encourage  teachers  to  utilize 
information  technology  to  enhance  their  daily  lessons. 

b)  Teachers  from  suburban  schools  are  strongly  advised  to  utilize  various 
websites  geared  to  their  particular  needs,  in  order  to  narrow  the  disparity  in 
literacy  across  diverse  areas. 

c)  Workshops  are  offered  to  improve  teachers'  knowledge  of  information 
technology  (IT),  and  to  assess  their  competency,  be  it  at  the  basic  or 
advanced  level. 

d)  A  schedule  for  the  upgrading  of  school  computers  has  been  drawn  up  to 
facilitate  the  acquisition  of  better  knowledge  and  skills  in  the  use  of  IT  and 
its  applications.  In  addition,  every  school  is  encouraged  to  build  up  its  own 
network  system. 

e)  An  enhanced  security  function  has  been  provided  by  the  Educational 
Network  Center,  so  that  Internet  security  and  surveillance  at  schools  can  be 
heightened. 

f )  The  creation  and  sharing  of  digital  teaching  resources  is  advocated,  so  that 
the  gradual  expansion  of  the  resource  website  (Grades  1-9  Curriculum)  can 
benefit  a  greater  number  of  teachers. 

g)  Another  website  has  been  launched  to  promote  an  awareness  of  Intellectual 
Property  Protection  on  the  Internet. 
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English  Language  Education 

Creative  teaching  strategies  to  motivate  students  and  induce  the  study  of  English 

a)  Both  curriculum  guidelines  and  the  Competence  Indicators  for  English  Study  were  developed 
and  adopted.  In  addition,  locally  edited  teaching  material  was  compiled  and  published. 

b)  In-service  training  and  advanced  studies  are  routinely  provided  to  elementary  school  English 
teachers  to  improve  their  fluency  and  teaching  skills. 

c)  To  increase  young  students'      exposure  to  the  language,  native  English  teachers  have  been 
recruited  to  encourage  and  facilitate  team  teaching. 

d)A  local  website  for  English  instruction  (http://eng.tceb.edu.tw)  was  developed  to  assist 

English  teachers  in  the  exchange  of  ideas  and  sharing  of  experiences. 
e)To  create  a  better  environment  in  classrooms  dedicated  to  English  instruction,  teaching 

facilities  have  been  improved  greatly, 
f )  Citywide  English  mini  plays  for  elementary"  and  junior  high  students  are  presented  regularly 

to  bring  about  variety  and  diversity,  and  to  foster  students'     interest  in  learning  English  as  a 

Second  Language. 
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Local  Dialects  and  Folk  Culture  Education 

All  citizens  of  Taichung  (Da-Dun)  are  entitled  to  learn  about,  and  appreciate  other 
cultures  and  dialects  as  well  as  their  own 

a)  A  resource  center,  dedicated  to  boosting  local  and  folk  culture  education,  has  been 

established, 
b) Teaching  material  is  distributed  to  all  elementary  schools. 
c)A  resource  center  has  been  established  to  reinforce  the  teaching  of  local  dialects, 
d) Workshops  and  a  special  website  have  been  set  up  to  assist  teachers  of  local  dialects  with 

teaching  strategies  and  resources, 
e)  Supplementary  materials  for  teaching  Taiwanese  and  Hakka  languages  are  collected  and 

made  available. 
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Language  Arts  Education  (Mandarin) 

A  wide  variety  of  talent  contests  in  Mandarin,  to  measure  students'  proficiency  in 
listening,  speaking,  reading,  comprehension,  and  writing 

a)  Mandarin  talent  contests  for  students  at  all  academic  levels  are  scheduled  regularly. 

b)  School  teams  in  national  language  competitions  have  been  outstanding. 

c)A  collection  of  the  best  entries  from  a  citywide  composition  and  picture  books  contest  was 

published  and  distributed  to  all  elementary  schools  in  Taichung. 
d)  Children's  World,  a  monthly  publication  featuring  a  collection  of  children's  best  writings,  is 

published  by  the  Taichung  City  government. 
e)The  team  of  reading  activities  and  reading  resources  are  set  up,  and  on-campus  reading 

activities  are  actively  promoted  to  help  develop  an  appreciation  for  culture  and  literature. 
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Arts  and  Humanities 

Interest  in  the  Arts  is  highly  regarded  and  supported  by  the  Municipal  government 

a)  Workshops  for  "seed"  teachers  are  scheduled  to  acquaint  them  with  the  Chinese 
orchestra,  the  recorder,  children's  drama,  and  puppet  shows. 

b)The  "Art  Angel  Learning  Passport",  a  booklet  of  art  worksheets,  sponsored  by  the 
Vitalon  Welfare  Foundation,  was  published  and  distributed  to  all  elementary  school 
students.  "Art  Angel  "students  with  the  best  artwork  were  honored  at  a  joint 
performance  by  junior  high  and  elementary  school  students  from  Taichung  City. 

c)  A  variety  of  art  displays  and  reading  activities,  supported  by  the  Cultural  Affairs 
Bureau,  are  held  regularly. 

d)  Every  year,  artwork  by  teachers  is  displayed  publicly  to  promote  Art  Education. 

e)  Contests  in  Visual  Art,  Music,  Dance  and  puppet-plays  for  students  are  regularly  held 
to  foster  their  interest  in  the  Arts. 

f)  Every  school  is  encouraged  to  set  up  its  own  orchestra,  where  every  student  will 
hopefully  learn  to  play  at  least  one  instrument. 
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National  Defense  Education 

Army-style  drills  and  related  field  trips  for  senior  high  schoolst 

a)  National  Defense  Education  is  promoted  to  provide  students  with  a 
basic  knowledge  of  national  defense  and  national  safety. 

b)  Subjects  such  as  national  defense,  military  matters,  and  civil  defense 
have  been  integrated  into  the  current  curriculum. 

c)  A  section  responsible  for  the  implementation  of  National  Defense 
Education  has  been  set  up  at  all  senior  high  schools  in  Taichung  City. 

d)  Educational  field  trips  for  teachers  and  students  are  organized. 

e)  Drill  activities  are  scheduled  to  increase  interest  in  National  and  Civil 
Defense  and  to  improve  teaching  strategies. 
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Safety  Education 


Innovations    and    continued    efforts   to    provide    a    safe 
environment  and  to  prevent  accidents 

a)  Special  vehicular  laneways  have  been  constructed  at  each 
school  to  facilitate  the  picking  up  and  dropping  off  of 
students. 

b)  Special  corridors  are  designed  to  ensure  safety  hi  areas 
surrounding  schools. 

c)  Teachers  attend  Avorkshops  dealing  with  the  prevention  of 
accidents. 

d)  A  protocol  for  reporting  emergencies  has  been  devised. 

e)  Classes  about  sexual  assault  prevention  are  held. 

f)  Playground  equipment  has  been  improved  and  maintained 
to  ensure  students'  safety.

advocates  of  a  clean  environment, 
d)  Students  are  encouraged  to  be  protectors  of  their  environment  through  community  services, 

seminars,  symposiums,  and  their  curriculum  studies  on  the  subject.

c)To  prevent  the  spread  of  dengue  fever  and  entero-viruses.  students  are  required  to  wash 
their  hands  frequently. 

d)In  order  to  promote  and  encourage  good  hygiene  and  healthy  habits,  contests  among 
students  in  local  schools  are  held  to  recognize  those  students  who  best  exemplify  first- 
rate  hygiene  and  sanitary  habits. 

e) Cooperation  between  parents,  teachers  and  students  is  indispensable  to  school 
promotion  of  health  care  and  effective  hygienic  practices. 

f  )Routine  school-wide  medical  check-ups  are  conducted  for  the  early  detection  of  any 
physical  ailment. 
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Nutrition  Education 

Good  nutrition  is  necessary  for  the  development  of  strong  bodies  and  healthy  minds 

a)Nutrition  Education  teaches  students  proper  hygienic  and  sanitary  techniques,  as  well  as 
instructs  them  about  appropriate  dietary  and  nutritious  food  choices,  to  ensure  strong  healthy 
bodies  and  attentive  minds. 

b)National  safety  standards  such  as  Good  Manufacturing  Practice  (GPM)  and  Certification  of 
Agricultural  Standard  (CAS)  safeguard  the  quality  of  school  food  and  its  preparation,  as 
well  as  ensure  that  school  kitchens  are  equipped  with  the  proper  facilities. 

c)Control,  supervision,  and  assessment  of  the  school  lunch  program  are  ongoing. 

d)Workshops  are  organized  for  lunch  makers  to  help  them  keep  sanitary  kitchens,  and  prepare 
nutritious  food. 

e)Routine  on-site  food  safety  training  improves  the  hygienic  and  sanitary  practices  of  cooks 
and  food  handlers,  as  part  of  the  on-going  management  of  school  lunch  programs.
